Excitement  Grows 
As  New  Building 
Progresses 

Each  month  our  new  building  as¬ 
sumes  a  more  finished  look  and  antici¬ 
pation  of  the  completed  structure 
increases  as  the  construction  work 
continues. 

The  vast  excavation  has  been  filled 
by  steel  girders  and  concrete  floor 
sections.  By  early  spring  the  stone 
facing  will  begin  to  cover  the  steel 
skeleton  and  the  educational  wing  will 
begin  to  grow  in  beauty  as  each  step 
of  work  proceeds.  At  this  moment  the 
parapet  wall  surrounding  the  roof-top 
playground  of  our  Early  Childhood 
Center  has  been  disassembled  to  make 
way  for  the  placement  of  a  pier  that 
will  connect  the  roof  of  the  new  build¬ 
ing  with  that  of  the  Milton  Steinberg 
House.  Already  the  reality  of  the  ex¬ 
panded  size  of  our  future  facility  can 
be  felt. 

A  modified  architectural  design 
effected  during  the  summer  will  reveal 
a  new  edifice  far  more  in  consonance 
with  the  style  of  our  beautiful  Sanc¬ 
tuary  building.  Everyone  associated 
with  the  building  program  is  enthusi¬ 
astic  about  these  modifications  that 
provide  functional  improvements  and 
enhance  the  physical  appearance  of 
the  building. 

The  capital  funds  required  for  the 
construction  come  from  the  Park  Ave¬ 
nue  Synagogue  Building  Fund.  All 
contributions  to  the  Building  Fund 
have  come  voluntarily,  the  gifts  of 
members  of  the  congregation  and  do¬ 
nations  from  non-affiliated  individuals 
and  corporate  institutions  that  have 
become  interested  in  the  important 
purpose  of  this  project.  Yet,  it  is 
essential  to  understand  that  all  of  the 
necessary  funds  should  be  at  hand  to 


meet  the  construction  costs  and  avoid 
costly  loans  or  mortgage  obligations 
at  the  end  of  the  job.

For  Jewish  Singles  ages  20-35 
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Summer  Camp  Comes 
To  a  Jewish  Home 

Several  weeks  ago  there  was  a  great 
stir  over  an  article  in  the  NEW  YORK 
TIMES,  entitled,  “Christmas  Comes  to 
a  Jewish  Home”  by  Ann  Roiphe.  The 
author  waxed  ecstatic  over  the  joy  and 
the  meaning  of  the  holiday  in  her 
so-called  Jewish  home.  Perhaps  the 
article  was  not  as  harmful  as  it  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  at  first.  True,  it  showed 
her  ignorance  of  things  Jewish,  a  lack 
of  self-respect,  Jewish  self-hatred  and 
a  great  desire  to  be  someone  other 
than  she  is.  The  benefit  of  the  article 
lay  in  the  overwhelming  response  it 
elicited.  Hundreds  of  letters,  almost  all 
of  them  negative,  arrived  at  the 
TIMES  which  printed. a  few  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  a  brilliant  repartee  by  Cynthia 
Ozick.  Almost  all  of  the  letters 
stressed  the  Jewish  ignorance  of  the 
writer,  and  the  consequent  need  for 
Jewish  knowledge  and  education.  Even 
more,  many  pointed  out  the  absolute 
urgency  of  positive  Jewish  group  ex¬ 
periences  for  the  Jewish  child  in 
his/her  developmental  years.  The  ex¬ 
citement  and  joy  of  the  Jewish  holi¬ 
days,  the  atmosphere  peculiar  to  each 
Jewish  ritual  and  observance,  the  very 
sounds  and  smells  of  Jewish  homes- 
all  of  these  can  be  and  must  be  trans¬ 
mitted  by  us  to  our  children. 

This  is  a  tall  order  and  we  need 
help.  We  need,  first  and  foremost,  the 
home  —  our  home  —  our  own  creation 
built  with  our  hands  and  our  labor. 
But  we  need  too  the  Synagogue  and 
the  School  as  resource  centers  which 
will  provide  the  information  and  in¬ 
spiration  we  must  have.  There  is  an¬ 
other  resource  center  which  can  be  of 
inestimable  help  to  us  in  this  sacred 
task  and  that  is  the  summer  camp. 
All  the  learning,  the  theories,  the  his¬ 
tory  and  the  ethical  teaching  that  we 
try  to  impart  to  our  children  during 
the  school  year  become  alive  and  real 
during  July  and  August  at  Camp  Ra- 
mah.  Hebrew  changes  from  a  language 
of  study  to  a  living  tongue.  Prayer, 
study,  celebrations  change  from  ab¬ 
stractions  to  the  arena  of  real  life  and 
form  the  fabric  of  a  happy  venture  in 
Jewish  living.  What  an  indispensable 
aid  in  forming  the  character  of  human 
beings  who  will  grow  up  as  proud,  in¬ 
formed,  intelligent  and  happy  Jews! 
The  kind  of  Jews  who  need  never 
suffer  from  the  disease  known  as  the 
December  Syndrome,  who  will  know 
who  they  are,  and  will  be  happy  being 
what  they  are  —  proud  members  of 
the  Jewish  people.

Tu  Bishvat 

Several  years  ago,  the  historian 
Arnold  Toynbee  lashed  into  the  Bible 
in  one  of  his  not  infrequent  attacks. 
His  concern :  the  Biblical  roots  of 
Western  man’s  exploitation  of  nature. 
The  Bible  conceives  of  man  as  the 
ruler  of  nature,  he  said,  and  it  is  such 
an  attitude  which  is  at  the  root  of  the 
pollution  which  is  poisoning  our 
planet. 

There  was  a  grain  of  truth  to  Toyn¬ 
bee’s  contention.  Just  a  grain.  It  is 
true  that  the  Bible  sees  man  as  the 
ruler  of  nature  —  such  that  our  abil¬ 
ity  to  conquer  disease  or  to  make  the 
desert  bloom  is  in  line  with  what  the 
Bible  sees  as  man’s  place  in  nature. 
But  Toynbee  neglected  to  acknowledge 
that  the  story  doesn’t  end  there. 

The  Bible  also  sees  man  as  the 
guardian  of  nature.  His  job  is  to 
watch  over  it  and  to  protect  it  at  the 
very  time  that  he  exploits  it  for  his 
own  use.  To  the  Bible,  and  to  Jewish 
religion,  there  is  a  tension  with  which 
we  Jews  should  live:  Use  the  world 
to  make  it  a  better  place  for  human 
beings.  Guard  the  world  so  that  it 
remains  strong  and  well. 

Tu  Bishvat,  the  New  Year  of  the 
Trees,  occurs  on  February  12.  On  it, 
we  celebrate  nature’s  own  cycle.  Na¬ 
ture  has  its  own  New  Year.  And,  lest 
we  see  it  as  subservient  to  us,  we  are 
asked  to  help  celebrate  its  New  Year, 
to  respect  it  and  to  rejoice  in  it,  for 
nature  is  the  great  creation  of  God.

Post  for  a  period  of 
three  months,  enabling  them  to  get 
an  inside  view  of  Israeli  life  as  it 
can  be  seen  through  this  most  unusual 
publication. 

The  College  Students’  Program 
sponsors  meetings  as  well  as  publica¬ 
tions.  During  the  Spring  semester, 
Rabbi  Wechsler  and  Peter  Geffen,  the 
Principal  of  the  High  School,  will  be 
visiting  students  in  the  Boston  area 
to  discuss  matters  of  general  and  Jew¬ 
ish  concern.  As  well,  the  College  Pro¬ 
gram  serves  as  a  clearing  house  for 
problem  solving  when  individual  col¬ 
lege  students  or  families  refer  spe¬ 
cific  issues  to  us. 

The  funding  for  this  very  impor¬ 
tant  link  between  our  young  people 
and  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  comes 
from  the  Stephanie  Lynn  Kossoff  Me¬ 
morial  Fund.  This  fund  is  maintained 
annually  by  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Burton  Kossoff,  in  loving  memory  of 
their  college-age  daughter. 


Israel  Program  for 
College  Students 

A  new  program  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  for  college  students  and  grad¬ 
uates  interested  in  spending  nine 
months  in  Jerusalem  in  the  study  of 
classical  Jewish  texts  while  a  part  of 
a  modern  religious  community.  The 
program  has  recently  been  established 
by  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
of  America,  the  mother  institution  of 
Conservative  Judaism.  This  year  thir¬ 
teen  students  are  involved  in  the  first 
annual  program  and  inquiries  for  in¬ 
formation  are  welcomed  for  the  next 
program  beginning  in  September  1979. 
The  maximum  number  accepted  in  any 
one  year  is  twenty.  Study  is  combined 
with  extra-curricular  programs,  in¬ 
cluding  lectures,  trips  and  encounters 
with  Israelis. 

When  a  student’s  home  university 
requires  grades  for  credit  evaluation, 
such  grades  are  given.

Lutheran  Seminar 

On  January  4,  1979,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  hosted  the  members  of  the 
Seminar  On  International  Issues  of 
the  Lutheran  Ministries  in  Higher 
Education.  Made  up  of  students  who 
are  leaders  in  the  Lutheran  Student 
Movement  throughout  the  U.S.  and 
from  abroad,  the  subject  of  their 
study  was:  “Whose  Land?

The 
students  asked  many  questions  about 
both  theology  and  politics,  and  it 
therefore  enabled  those  future  Chris¬ 
tian  leaders  to  understand  the  Jewish 
point  of  view  on  events  in  the  Middle 
East.
